Pursuant to 37 C.F.R 1.109 and M.P.E.P 1302.14, the following is an Examiner's 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

The prior arts of record do not teach a method and an apparatus for defining and 
deploying a networked computer system by creating and using a graphical representation 
of a logical configuration for automatically creating and storing a textual representation of 
the networked computer system. Moreover, the system further teaches the steps of 
receiving user input representing selecting one or more icons that represent nodes of the 
computer network and moving the icons into the graphical workplace. 

The examiner considers the applicants' claims 1-41 to be allowable based on the 
claim interpretation and the aforesaid prior arts of record. 
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Correction of the previous Office Action 

Due to the typographical error and to set the record straight. Examiner would like 
to correct the previous office action bv replacing -- 09/863.945 -- with -- 09/818.424 -. 
And, there is no need for the applicant to response to this correction. This correction is 
needed to reflex the Terminal Disclaimer. 

The non-statutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper time-wise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a non-statutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 1-41 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being un-patentable over claims 1-40 of co- 
pending Application No. 09/818.424. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, 
they are not patentably distinct from each other because the difference in scope is not 
substantial enough. For example, the present application calls for the graphical 
workspace while the co-pending application calls for the graphical user Interface 
instead. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented.
